AUSTRALIAN LUNG-FISH. 


It Caanot Live «i 


Through Lug*. 


There nas recently arrived at 


Zoological Gardecs In London 
living specimens of the Australian 
lung-fish, a species first discovered in 
1869 by Forster and 
described by 


Krefft. 


The lung-fish has teeth similar ta 


certain fossil teeth of the triassic strata 
In Europe. 


The body is long and much flattened 


from side to side, and covered with 
Urge cycloid scales; the limbs are 
shaped like the blade of a paddle or * 
trowel, and broadly fringed. The flesh 
—red, like that of a salmon—-is excel- 
lent eating, and large specimens are 
said to attain a length of six feet and 
a weight of about twenty pounds, the 
apparent disparity between else and 
weight being probably accounted for hy 
tbe tapering off of the body behlM the 
posterior limbs. Their home Is in 
Burnett and Mary Rivers; and as 
were in danger of becoming extinct the 
Royal Society of Queensland recaatly 
resolved to establish them in new hab- 
itats. 


The lung-fish in its natural state 


eats jarge quantities of vegetable . 
,er, but this does not appear to be 
essary to It 


The lung-fish cannot live on the land, 
ike a true animal, but its lunga are of 
a higher type than the grHs of ordinary 
fish, and its heart has three division* 
instead of two.

Nothing 
was heard from the two Indians the 
next morning, and the hotel manager 
supposed that they were sleeping off 
the effects of an overdo&e of civiliza- 
tion. 
At 1 o'clock in th« afternoon 


an employe o! the hotel discovered gas 
in the hall of the annex. It was traced 
to the room occupied by the Indians, 
the dcor was forced and the outpour 
almost suffocated the rescuers. 


They found Yellow Bear lying on 


his face and knees beside the bed, 
cold in death. He had been dead sev- 
eral hoqrs. Quanah was lying on his 
back, with his face near the window 
sill, unconscious atid apparently dy- 
ing. A full head of gas had been pour- 
ing into the tightly closed little room 
through a half inch pipe for more than 
twelve hows. No Saxon could have 
stood it. A mule o* an ox would have 
been dead hours before the discovery, 
but the gigantic Indian chief was still 
struggling mightily for his life. Near- 
ly all of the doctors in town were 
called to Quanah's relief. His won- 
derful constitution triumphed.

danger.

mous Cynthia Ann Parker, a white girl

Payne's prairi*. tbree miles south o! 


this city, says the Gaivesion Sun. cov- 
ers an area of 50.000 ncroo. A Urge 
proportion of the prairie It now cov- 
ered with water, but there arc thous- 
ands of acres around the border* ol 
the lake which has been formed ot> 
which honws and cattle grace. There 
Is no way of estimating the number ol 
cattle, but there are many thousands 
and they are in Cue condition. The 
prairie, or Savanna, which it really 
is. occasionally goes dry. the watei 
passing out through a subterraneous 
passage called the sink. Where th< 
water goes to hae never been deter- 
mined. 
When the sink Is opened the lake 


goes dry. and when the outlet becomes 
gorged or choked a lake from seven 
miles wide and about eighteen miles 
long is formed. When the waters ol 
the lake suddenly leave it thousand* 
of alligators, snakes, fish aud turtle; 
are left with nothing but mud for tneit 
places of abode. The fish and turtles 
perish, but the saurians and reptiles 
seek and find other quarters. 
Foi 


miles along the northern border of the 
lake there is a succession of sints 
averaging in depth all the way from 
twenty-five to one hundred feet. Sub- 
terranean passages run in every di- 
rection, leaving the ground in th€ 
shape of a honey comb. The ground 
is liable to give way at any time, cre- 
ating a new sink. 
The scenery around the lake, espe- 


cially on the north side. Is unique and 
grand, and l« an attractive feature to 
strangers who visit this city. 
The 


sink has for many years been a popu- 
lar resort for cltitens of Gainesville. 
who go there to fish, boat ride and in 
other ways enjoy .themselves. It ia 
said that this vaat area of land could 
be drained at trifling expense and 
were it drained it would be the largest 
as well as the richest tract of produc- 
tive land in Florida. It is for the 
most part a bed of muck. The land 
is owned by various individuals.

co, flour, and whiskey. This wholesale 
merchant of the north Siberian coas 
can neither read nor write, nor can 
any one associated with him. Al 
though so wealthy, he lives in an ordi 
nary tent and sleeps on the ground on 
a pile of reindeer skins."

Washington, Jan. *7.—Tb« first w|t- 


Btes before tbe Eagan court martial to- 
lay was David H. UcKee of this city, for 
many yean) tbe agent of the Associated 
Pr*s*. He had known General Eagan 
far about 45 years. They were intimate 
friends as boys and young men. and tbe 
friendship never had been interrupted; 
although, they at lime* had not seen 
each other for long intervals. During 
ibe period between tbe time General 
Miles gave bis testimony before the war 
investigating commission and tbe day 
on which General Eagan made his state- 
ment th* witness saw him two or three 
times. He then seemed" careworn and 
much, preoccupied. Mr. MeK«e said that 
the impression General Eagan thtn mad* 
upon him was that be hjd become in- 
sane- 
n 


Witness always had found him very 


correct in his bearing and speech, and 
/ 
these occasions his manner was so 
'erent that he was greatly shocked 
d alarmed, and the conclusion witness 


, 
:-jacked was that General Eagan had 
>ost bis mind. On one of these occasions 


; 
he expressed to General Eagan bis pro* 
/ found regret that he had.:given utter- 
/ anc« to the language used "'in hisstate- 
/ 
ment, and reproved him miktty for not 
/ 
consulting him about the matter. The 
General had explained that be bad not 
felt at liberty to consult witness because 
he knew of the long existing friendship 
between the family of the witness and 
the family of General Miles, particularly 
between Mrs. McKee and Mrs. Miles, 
and said he (Eagan) did not feel at lib- 
erty to bring witness intb the contro- 
versy. 


Major 8. C. Miles, the recorder of the 


war investigating commission, was re- 
:allod and in answer to inquiries said that 
BO far as he knew the order of the presi- 
dent granting Immunity to witnessed be- 
fore that body had not been reduced to 
writing. 


At this point the Judge advocate read 


the president's address on the assembling 
of the war investigating commission, 
which, however, was unsigned. The 
witness was asked whether any instruc- 
tions had been given. He repUed in the 
negative. The witness was present at 
the meeUhg of the president and the 
members of the war investigating com- 
mission. The witness said: 


"The matter of immunity for witnesses 


came up—I think it was called up by Mr. 


• Dodge—-and the president said that wit- 
nesses who should appear before the 
commission could do eo without any fear 
of punishment or persecution." 


Russell A. Alger, the secretary of war, 


was next called to the witness stand. -If e 
said that he recalled a conversation he 
had with General Eagan .shortly after 
General Miles had given his testimony. 
General Eagan came into his office In 
an excited state of mind, and said it was 
his wish to prefer charges against Gen- 
eral Miles for what he had said: 


"J, told him," testified Secretary Alger, 


"that under the president's order grant- 
Ing immunity to. officers who testified be- 
fore the commission he could not do so." 


General Aiger was then: excused, the 


members of the court rasing to their feet 
fts he withdrew. 


Colonel Alexander and Colonel Davis 


recalled and said that never during their 
acquaintance with the accused had they 
known him to use vulgar or profane lan- 
guage. He always had been correct and 
clean in 'speech, and never had they 
known him to use such language as was 
used in his statement before the war 
commission. 


Dr. William E. Hopkins of California 


»nd New Y-ork. General JSagan's son-in- 
law, was called. He came to" Washing- 
ton after General Miles had given his 
testimony and lived :'at: .the general's 
bouse. He said h« then observed that 
General Eagan was Veryi; restless arid 
nervous and could not eat normally or 
sleep normally. At the table heat times 
would stop eating and apparently would 
lone himself in thought. He waBj*n»».t. 
tensely nervous andushiwed signs jbft 
congestion of certain parts of the brain. 
Witness had long talks with his wife 
about her father, and he had told her

thing. General Eagan's mind was nonre-r

General Eagan, witness added, was in 
i gloomy frame of rotiKUfi consequence . 
of the things that had Keen said about 
him. He felt that his'-Tionpr was de- 
itroyed and that he did not want to see 
people. General Eagan^ witness further 
testified, did not want-i&jgo into atstreet 
oar, and was ashamed to meet any one 
and keenly felt his disgrace. The gen- 
eral felt that General Miles had destroyed* 
his honor and that his life work was de- 
stroyed. In all the tlDJfej^he witness had 
known General Eagrah he had not known 
him to use such language as was uaed 
In his statement. 


Mrs. Hopkins, the daughter of General 


i:agan, was the next witness. General 
lOagan'a counsel explained that he called 
her against the wish of her father and 
husband, and only, because her absence 
from the trial might be remarked upon. 
She saJd her father came home one af- 
ternoon and, standing in tho doorway 
with a paper in his hands, exclaimed, 
"General Miles has crucified me." 


She would never forget that scene, 


and said that since that time her father 
had been a greatly changed man He 
could think of nothing else nor talk of 
anything else than that General Miles 
had ruined his life. He was from that 
time In an alarming condition, and when 
witness was compelled to go to New 
York she had returned almost at one* 
to help care for her father. The witness 
•poke with much feeling In regard to her 
father's changed condition, and was 
given th* clotest attention of th* court.

these circumstances 'he believed 


Eagan was perfectly protected 


against aijy results such as had been 
forced-tipon. him by this court. He had 
been accused of a henious crime, and in 
his statement to the investigating com- 
mission had defended his honor "and 
innocence, as he tiad a perfect right to 
do, but using stronger laagua.g<eperhaps 
than he should have used.

section of this village was partially de- 
stroyed by lire, which started at 5:30 
o'clock this morning and burned furious- i 
!y until 10:30 in the forenoon. Half'a- 
<!osen buildings arc in ashes, and several 
other* were damaged. The flames broke 
put In the reaid*-nc»? of Dana S. Beach&m.l 
a deputy sheriff of York county. Mr. i 
BeacHam'* house was situated on Main 
Street, near & large number of wooden 
buildings. A high westerly wind pre- 
vailed at the time, and the Ore spread 
quickly to the stable and outbuildings of 
the deputy sheriff. 


The village is poorly equipped to com- 


bat a large fire, and for a long time the 
effort* of the volunteer bucket brigade, 
which was hastily formed, were power- 
loss to stop the progress of the flames. 
The fire spread to the general store of 
Pease & Roberts, and then to the store 
of Ira 3. Llbby & Son. A millinery store, 
occupied by Mrs. M. R. Beat-ham, waa 
also In the patta-fcf the flames, and these 
buildings, together with several out- 
buildings, were consumed. The store- 
keepers succeeded in saving part of their 
stock.

of idle men line the banks, waiting fora 
cold wave to give them a chance to go to 
work again. The operators were uhwill- 
ingto give up after having begun har- 
vesting, but as the work progressed, it 
became apparent that the ;ice was grow- 
ing poor in quality. J,t was badly combed, 
without frost and was rapidly wearing 
away underneath. In view of these con- 
ditions, no course remained but to sus- 
pend operations and wait for a stretch 
of cold Weather.

The suspension is particularly disr 


couragireg to. the laborers.many of whom 
have, come;:from, a distance and .who 
Have not yet been able to earn enough 
to: pay their expense's. Many have been 
forced to apply to the police ior lodging; 
arid others are being fed by the pople 
along the river. A heavy fall of snow 
would be a boon to these men, for, while 
it .would: mean.added expense to the op- 
erators, the field's would have to be 
cleared, and this would give work to a 
large number. Today the conditions, 
bright weather and mild temperature, 
were not encouraging to the icemen, and 
there was no sign of a change.

A hujre pot filled with boiling 
water was used for the feast, which on 
the first day was prolonged awa y into 
the night. 


In most cases the men w'ere beheaded, 


their heads being stuck on poles and pa- 
raded before the men who were to suffer 
the same fate.

It has 
always been a superior class of intellect,*, 
without doubt earnest and sincere, but 
not always to be appreciated by br-linary 
naiJKls, that believes in finding a prac- 
tical solution for practical questions, as 
they arise one after another in the course 
of national experience, and that starts 
out in its consideration of all public 
questions with the assumption that the 
founders of our government did not in- 
tend it to be anything less than a com- 
petent government. Nor is it new things 
only which are so resolutely opposed in 
the name of the fathers. It is the old 
things with new faces, as well. Here we 
have been for a •whole century annexing 
territory, annexing with a club or with a 
caress, just as the necessities demanded, 
and yet senators are discovering to one 
another the most acute distress over 
what they boldly describe as a "depart- 
ure from time-honored traditions^" 


Mr. President, it was not the main pur- 


pose of the makers of the constitution, 
to: point out a way in accordance with 
which the problems of government were 
to be solved. Their main purpose was 
to devise a plan of government and not 
to ordain policies; and whore .they 
seemed to be ordaining policies, where 
they departed from the niairi; work'of 
establishing the bodies which together 
should form the government, they were 
doing precisely what every other execu- 
tive assembly before them and subse- 
quently thereto has had to do—they 
were satisfying popular prejudices and 
looking forward to the day when their 
work would be passed upon by minds 
less trained than their own in the con- 
sideration of great principles and more 
subject than theirs to ^temporary and 
local prejudice.

Scrub the stable out thoroughly with 
warm water iu which some potash has 
been dissolved, and white-wash the 
sides aud Ceiliugs aud wash the 
windows 


Every farmer who keeps horses 


should have a patch of carrots. They 
cost less than oats i>er bushel, and If 
one bushel of carrots be fed with two 
bushels of oats they will do the horse 
much more good than if three bushels 
of oats were fed raw. liaise some this 
year and try them. 


Uo not muff your horse with hay; it 


is a waste as well as an injury to the 
horse. 


Working or driving wiien the stomach 


is tilled with hay is very liable to cause 
broken wind or heaves. 


If your horse has been worked or 


driven very hard, always let him rest 
awhile before being fed. 


Be patient with colts. The nervous 


colt will make the most trustworthy 
horse. 


If he sees everything on the road it is 


a proof of his intelligence, and as soon 
as he realizes that he will not be hurt, 
his shyness can be overcome. 


A low, kind voice aud a,firm hand 


will soon inspire his confidence, and 
then Jfeu are reasonably sues of his 
prompt obedience in most cases of em- 
ergency. 


Never lose your temper when handl- 


ing a colt. If you do the injury to his 
manners may be irreparable. 


Whenever you feel tempted to speak 


irritably to a horse, just stop aud ask 
yourself how you would relish being 
spoken to in the same tone. 


Horses do not understand all words 


as clearly as men, but detect an irri- 
tating tone of voice even more readily. 


"I spoiled a good horse by driving 


over a piece of board with a nail stick- 
ing up through it," said a friend lately. 
Look out for such things. And if the 
horse limp or seem loath to go, don't 
whip him. Alight and investigate the 
situation for a cause. 


To Break a Colt. 


Breaking the colt—Turn liim ^loose, 


either iu box stall or carriage house 
and with the whip in the right hand, 
slowly approach him and crack the 
whip. The colt will run away from 
you and generally will go into the cor- 
ner. Follow him up and keep crack- 
ing the whip until he will turn his bead 
toward you. The tnouieut lie does this, 
step right up to him and caress him on 
the point of the shoulder. If he should, 
as you near him, whirl around and 
kick at yon, keep your eyes open and 
quickly give him a sharp cut on the 
hind legs with the whip. By following 
this up carefully, in a very short time 
he will learn to his sorrow that when 
he turns away from you and attempts 
to let his heels fly, he receives punish- 
ment, and that when he looks you Iu 
the face he is treated well and reward- 
ed. The intelligence of any colt is al- 
ways sufficient to perceive this, and in 
15 to 30 minutes he will follow you 
like a dog. 


Have the stable doors extre high and 


wide .Horses dislike to bow the head 
when going in at a door too low for 
them, and there is great danger of 
skittish horses striking the upper door 
facing with their heads. This makes 
them shy of low doors ever after. The 
door should not be less than 0% feet 
high, and seven woxtld be 
tetter. 


Where a tall man has to stoop, a horse 
sometimes strikes himself, especially if 
the stable is allowed to get very full 
of bedding. The door, itself, the shut- 
ter, need not be so tall. In fact, it is 
best to have it six Inches or so shorter 
than the hole, in order to give venti- 
lation and plenty of fresh air in sum- 
mer." 


And the width of the stable door 


is important, too. Narrow doors are 
dangerous to the safety of a young or 
shy horse. 


Horse S*une. 


Match horses with reference to size 


aud motiou and color if you can. 


Never check a horse, except while 


training, if you wish to have him last 
long. 


Feed in low mangers, water and oats 


to be given first, hay afterwards. 


Stop at the top of a hill and let your 


horse get breath. 


Wet the hay and not the oats for a 


coughing horse. 


Never let a horse stand long facing 
a cold wind. 


Feed light when changing feed. 
Remove the shoes from the horses 


that are to be idle all winter and keep 
them off plank or cement floors. 


The present is the most opportune 


time that has ever occured for breed- 
ing good heavy draft and stylish coach 
horses. 


Bon* Spavin. 


A remedy for a bone spavin. The 


remedy is to have it fired by a qualified 
veterinary surgeon. If one cannot bo 
found, try the following: Mix 1 dr. 
biuiode of mercury. 2 dr. catharldes 
and 2 ox. lard. Hub a third of this on 
the lump, let it remain 24 hours, then 
wash off. In two weeks, apply a little 
more in the same way, and so on. Give 
the animal at least 3 mouths rest after 
the blistering.
